places thirc-abouts, with intent toaccom- 
pliſh fome notable exployt. while his Excel- 
lencte was otherwiſe buſicd: thinking (as 


it appearcth) that we ſlept, # had no iudge⸗ 
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ment to conceme what his intent and com 
ming was. 


Decrevppon the honourable Loꝛd Vander 
Noet, Goulernour of Siuce, and of the Fortes 


there abouts, like to a wiſe andp2owdent | 


Captaine, ſcent out certaine men, tolcarnc 


and vnderitand, to what place the Encmic 
was minded to make heade, and as necre 
as was pollible, to what place hee would 
goc. 


Ifterward,hauing teceiued certain aduer- 
tiſement, that the Enemy was ſo ſtrong as 
afozcſaid, and without all doubt had ſome 
intent vpon S uce, the Illand of-Caſlun, Ar. 
denbiuch, oz Iſendick, by ſubtiltie and at vna- 
wares to ſurpꝛile ſome of theſe places, pꝛe 
tent iy gaue ſpeciall warning, and charge to 
all the Goucrnozs of the ſaid places, to kcep 
ſtrong watch and ward: and if the Enemie 
ſbould make any attempt, they ſhould reſill 
as valiant men: which coͤmaundement they 
actompliſbed, foꝛ neither any of the Officers 
o2 Souldiers of the ſaid Foꝛts, were out ot 
their garments in thzec dayes , no2 thzee 
nights, but in all places held dilligent and 
carckull watch, and with great deſire # good 
deuotion expected the Enemies commin i 
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ſent from Suce. 


The Enemy beeing furn;tbed (Þ ſay) be- 
ſides his ſouldicrs, with diuers tuſtrunents 
of warre, as Petars, Lachers, Pickarſſes, Sho- 
uc, and other Inſtruments of ſeruice foz 
luch an exployt, came thts night to Sluce, 
without — of anynoyſe at all, euen 
with his whole fozces, marching thozow 
the Qreckes, and dꝛownd Lands betweene 
Lapichnere and Cove, vntill hee came to the 
walls of Sluce to the Coxic gate, which pꝛe⸗ 
ſently with fiue Petats he blew open, and lud 
dcniycntredthice Ancients: the outermoſt 
Cors de guarde, ſtanding onthe inward gate 
of the Towne, being but ſeauen-tecne ſoul- 
diours, notwuhſtanding their valiant and 
vncredible reſiſtante) were ouer⸗come in the 
end, befoꝛe the rel of the Garriſon could 
make ther appꝛoch: the Enemy aduaun⸗ 
cing, and foxcing him-ſeife cuen into the 
Towne. ſo that there were entred thꝛee hũ⸗ 
dꝛeth of the beit and chiefeſt ſouldicrg, beſt 
ctetciſed in all their exployts. 


The LozdGouernour Vander Noct ſcetng 
this, bethought himſelfe whether it were 
ſtt 02 not to dzawe the Ozdinance from the 
Walls, and plant rhe ſame in the ltreetes, 
thereby to hinder the bold entrance of the 
Enemy. ct in the end, reſolumg vpon the 
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readieſt meanes, namely, to fall vpon the E 
nemie with the Garriſon and towneſmen, 
who acquitted themſelues with no leſſe val⸗ 
lour ther the Souldiers,charging the Ene- 
mie ſo ſſetcely, as it is ſcartely to be delieued, 
yet molt true, foꝛcing and deiuing the Ene⸗ 
mie out of the Gate, ⁊ killing all that ſtoode 
in their way, except ſome ftty oz thzceſcoze 
of the puncipalleſt, among which are many 
Officers, and men of quality, which are de⸗ 
tained pꝛiſoners in the Towne, 


Inthis attempt, the Enemy loft many ot 
— tay ateſt iofle was in ma⸗ 
king ot his retyre, foz the ſouldters retyꝛed 

in great dilo: der and conkuſion, abandonmg 
they» weapons, whertot great plentie were 
found on the wayes, and in the Marraſts 
grounds, togethet with great plentyofmu- 
mtion, ag Shouels, Pickaxſles, Lathers, aud 
ſuch ike, 


In all places were found many of the E 
nemies dead, but the ccrtame number is not 
ag yet knowne : foi many were dꝛowned m 
the Towne-Dditch, and man others ſtuc he 
faſt in the Creckes and Maraſbes . which 
ſball neuer tell tales thereof to theit Mo⸗ 


thers.

Loncerning our ſelues, God be thanked 
ourtolle is not great, onely the Goucrnours 
Sergeant, with two oz thzee Souldiours 
moze were — and ſome few hurt. What 
is to beenlarged, may in time particularlie 
be publiſhed.”
